More  than  a  century  and  a  half  ago  was  laid  the  first  stone  of  this 
University,  then  called  "King's  College,"  established  by  Royal  Charter 
"for  the  Honour  of  Almighty  God  and  the  advancement  of  the  Public 
Good,  both  in  Church  and  State."  The  founders  were  men  of  religious 
conviction;  in  their  minds  sound  learning  was  inseparable  from  true 
religion;  and  they  saw  to  it  that  their  Charter,  while  granting  equal 
rights  and  privileges  to  men  of  all  denominations,  should  also  recog- 
nize the  spiritual  need  and  duty  of  all  men  by  providing  that  a  daily 
service  should  be  "constantly  performed  in  the  said  College  forever." 
In  fulfillment  of  this  purpose  St.  Paul's  Chapel  of  Colutnbia  University 
has  been  erected.  In  harmony  with  the  same  purpose  this  hymn  book 
has  been  prepared. 

Many  admirable  collections  of  hymns  are  already  in  use  among  the 
churches  of  Christendom,  but  no  one  of  them  quite  fills  the  needs  of  a 
University  Chapel.  It  is  easy  to  understand  why  the  available  hymn 
book  contains  many  hymns  which  though  important  neither  as  poetry 
nor  as  music  are  yet  prized  for  their  theological  content  or  are  endeared 
by  long  and  familiar  use.  But  it  may  fairly  be  expected  in  a  University* 
that  religious  experiences  like  other  manifestations  of  the  spirit  will  be 
subject  to  intellectual  criticism  more  searching  and  more  competent 
than  elsewhere.  It  would  be  a  pity  to  lose  the  opportunity  which  re- 
ligious services  offer  in  a  College  or  a  University  Chapel  to  set  before 
students  what  is  best  in  those  arts  which  through  centuries  have  been 
the  handmaids  of  faith.     The  hymns  which  are  sung  in  such  a  place 

should,  if  anywhere,  be  patterns  of  excellence  in  their  kind.

which  in  their  judgment  the  University  Chapel  is  most  likely  to  use. 

For  the  music  they  have  selected,  from  all  the  standard  compilations,

choral,  chant,  and  psalm.
